Some old merchants descended from the 
Scotch, who are famous as a nation for 
asking and giving the full worth of 
money paid, liave steadily resisted the 
demand of dressmakers to tax customers 
for their benefit, and have been boy- 
cotted in effect in consequence. 
The 


merchant, in this case, is a money loser, 
as thousands of dollars of custom is thus 
turned away from his door, but lie is 
saved much petty annoyance. — New- 
York Tribune.
